WO LITTLE girls were trying hard to master 
| the technique of ballet. They awkwardly 
but persistently worked to get their feet 
in the proper positions—fifth position, second 
position, balance, twirl, and so on. But when the 
teacher told them she was going to give them 
a few calisthenics along with the ballet instruc- 
tion and then said, “Let’s see you do a cart wheel,” 
it was as formidable a request as if she had said, 
“Let's see you jump over the moon!” Their at- 
tempts were ridiculous, but no one laughed. The 
only encouragement the teacher offered was, 
“Girls, you will just have to practice.”

Because they could see no results, they 
began to resist even the thought of cart wheels and 
made every excuse not to practice doing them.
